September, tie added that the payment from Zipper was due on about 
5 September and that he had so far not been notified that payment# 
from Rupert HANDL via MUELLER would atop* 

5. Landseer 10 ooamentedithat In the event of HANDL being 

out off, there wae a danger of MUELLER going over to the FIS 
without the knowledge of Landseer 10. In euoh a oaee MUELLER 
could go on paying Landseer 10 his 2000 schillings a month and 
8tnoe there Is no direct contact between Landseer 10 and MANDL, 
the former would be unable to aheok whether the funds came from 
HANDL (Upper) or from the FIS. In this connection it is note- 
worthy that MUELLER requested Landseer 10 to procure background 
information on Alfons STAKUER (MASA«$53 and 371) and another, 
photographer named Oakar SPANG an ethnic German from Rumania, 
living in Bregent, Quellenstrasoo 49. MUEILKR told Landseer 10 
that this was a request from MANDL and that STAEOER and SPANS were 
of intereet to the U?3. Air Force as photography experts. In view 
of Headquarters* deoision to bring the the STAEGER oast
